AT BATTERY. 


Spies. 


Caught While Loitering About De- 
fense Works at Fort Stevens, Or. 
Halted by Watchful Sentry, 
Marched to Post and Piaced in 
Care of District Commander. 


[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

PORTLAND (Or.) Jan. 21.—-A spe- 
cial to the Oregonian from Port Stev- 
ens, Or., says: 

Much consternation was caused to- 
day by the capture of two Japanese, 
who were found loitering in the west 
battery of Fort Stevens. 

The sentry, while walking his post 
to the west battery, suddenly came up- 
on two Japanese who were walking up- 
on the parapet of the battery. As this 
place is rarely visited, except by spe- 
cial permission from the district artil- 
lery commander, the sentry hid behind 
a sentry box and watched their move- 
ments. Seeing them point to the dif- 
ferent guns and emplacements and 
looking over the situation in general, 
the sentry took them into custody and 
marched them back to the main post. 

They were then interviewed by the 
B. P. Ker- 
foot, who could obtain no satisfactory 
explanations for their trespassing. 
Although nothing of an incriminating 
nature could be found upon their per- 
sons, indications are that they were 
at the post for the purpose of obtain- 
ing plans and sketches of the different 
fortifications and modes of defense. 

The Japanese were very well dressed 
and seemed to be above the average in 


appearance and intelligence. The fact 


of their being in the west battery, 
probably the most important battery 
at the river's mouth, makes the sit- 
uation more serious than it would oth- 
erwise be. | 

The battery consists of six ten-inch 
rifles and two six-inch rapid fire guns, 
and is considered to be one of the most 
potent factors fn the defense of this 
part of the coast.

KAISER'S COURSE RESENTED. 

The Kaiser's course in thanking the 
Castle Square police for their action 
in suppressing the disturbances on 
Sunday, a week ago, practically assur- 
ing them that he depended upon them 
to avoid the necessity of calling out 
the military, does not tend to quiet 
the malcontents. 

Five mass meetings of the unem- 
ployed, organized by the Socialists, 
were held today in the outlying die- 
tricts of Berlin. Fully 15,000 men were 
in attendance. Strong detachments of 
police armed with sabers and revolvers 
were stationed in the vicinity. Inter- 


iference was not necessary, however, 


as the meetings were orderly. 

The Socialist members of the Reich- 
stag addressed the assemblies and 
called on State and municipality to 
provide employment for those without 
work, to gain a livelihood. They de- 
clared that among the unemployed in 
Berlin there were 24,826 skilled arti- 
sans belonging to trades unions. 

At the conclusion of the addresses, 
the men left the meetings in groups, 

POLICE USE SABERS. 

Later in the day there was a serious 
colligion between the police and a 
mob of unemployed men who earlier 
had attended one of these socialistic 
meetings. The police used their sabers 
freely, and the crowd hurled missiles 
at them. 

The demonstrators, when they en- 


countered the police, were marching | 
down the Schiffbauerdamm, near the 


Lustgarten. The authorities tried to 
disperse them. The men at once took 
up a position around several piles of 
tiles before a new theater building, and 
began hurling them at the police. The 
policemen were at once reinforced by 
a mounted detachment, which charged 
the crowd with drawn sabers. 

At the height of the encounter there 
was heard a detonation, which un- 
doubtedly was some sort of a fre- 
cracker set off by a boy. The police, 
however, thought that a revolver had 
been fired, and they acted in the most 
energetic manner. The police on foot 
the manifesiants, numbering 
2000, mostly young men and boys, into 
the mounted squad, and the latter

“The government of Japan is —

“While the proposed restrictions may 
be embarrassing to real students, all 
legal restrictions will be made alike, 
because one dishonest person may em- 
barrass many who are honest. 
“Although the negotiations with 
America have not yet been concluded, 
I may ‘make the definite statement as 
Minister of Foreign Affairs that the 
rumors that have been circulated to 
the effect that any important ques- 
tion is pending between America and 
Japan is a fabrication, origihating in 
a certain section of the United States. 
Should emigration to Hawali not be 
prevented entirely, the Minister: of 
Foreign Affairs will not hesitate to 
entirely prohibit Japanese emigration 
to those islands. 

“The Foreign Office intends to pro- 
hibit emigration to Mexico. Those wha 
desire to send emigrants to Mexico 
will be rded as assisting emigrants 
to enter the United States through the 
frontier, and therefore they will be 
treated as lawbreakers. 
“Resolutions condemning the gov- 
erument's attitude are unfair, because 
we have adopted a definite policy, and 
any agitation on ovr part will inten- 
sify suspicion in the United States and 
The con- 
sideration of our commercial interests 
alone would justify our policy in re- 
gard to foreign relations, Its miscon- 
ception by politicians is disadvan- 
tageous to our state. Our present pol- 
icy is fully justified from the stand- 
point of the fundamental principles of 
international relations.”

READY FOR DEATH. 

Well, Cushing and his little crew of, 
volunteers started up the Roanoke 
with a sieam launch, towing an armed 
cutter. Every man jack fully ex- 
pected death. The launch was equipped 
with a long torpedo spar. 

The river was lined with Confed- 
erate pickets, to guard against just 
such an attack at this; nut Cush- 
ing’s luck did not desert him, and te 
was within a few yards of the Albe- 
marle before he was discovered. 
Casting off the boat that was in 
tow, he ordered its crew to attack a 
Ficker post near by while with a full 
head of steam, he drove. the launch 
straight at the bulk of the iron clad, 
whose crew rushed to quarters, and at 
once opened fire with their heavy 
guns. The launch replied effectively 
with her howitzer. A raft of heavy 
logs surrounded the larger vessel, but 
the launch was driven over them, 
and by the time she had received her 
death wound from the AtThemarle’s 
guns Cushing had coolly swung the 
torpedo boom under the great ship's 
overhang and exploded the charge. 
| BLOWS UP ALBEMARLE. 

A large hole was blown in the iron- 
clad’s side, she sank at her moorings, 


and was never raised. Telling his com- 


panions to look out for themselves, 
Cushing left his sinking launch and 
swam down stream, reaching the bank 
thoroughly exhausted, half a mile 
below.

CLEVER TRICK DEVISED TO BEAT 
SERVICE.

Whack c+ Head Adds Half-inch 
to One Applicant’s Stature—Ex- 
aminer Finds Another Wearing 
Sandals of Lead Inside His Stock- 
inge—Exposure Avoided. 


Four sandals of lead lying on the 
committee table of the civil-service 
beard bore mute testimony last night 
to the elaborate detail with which some 
candidates prepare for examinations 
for places in the police and fire de- 
partments. These sandals were discov- 
ered by Dr. Gersen while candidates 
were undergoing their physical exami- 
nation for places as firemen. The mini- 
mum weight for a fireman is 140 pounds. 

Little by little, through a long course 
of training, the assistants to the civil- 
service board are becoming skilled in 
detecting all manner of frand, both in 
the physical and mental examinations. 
The leaden sandals were worn by the 
candidates inside their stockings. It 
has been the custon?® of the examining 
physicians to instruct the applicants to 
remove only their outside clothing be- 
fore they are weighed. Ia the last ex- 
amination Dr. Gersen noticed that one 
of the applicants was hovering suspi- 
clously close to the scales during the 
prelimina~y work. The doctor sent him 
on an errand across the room. He 
quickly detected -the sodden beat of 
the leaden shoes on the hardwood floor. 

After securing the sandals, he warned 
the applicant that the oy safe way 
would be torfollow the example of the 
jumping frog by swallowing a few 
pounds of shot. The applicant and his 
fellow were rejected; the board pro- 
tected them, however, to the extent of 
warning Secretary Spalding not to di- 
vulge their names. 

“If this had been done for the pur- 
pose of taking something of value from 
dome one I should favor a complete ex- 
posure,”’ said a member of the commis- 
sion, “but in this case it is only a poor 
devil trying to get a job and I think he 
mas suffered enough by losing his 
chance.” 

With the height it is not so easy to 
dupe the examiners, although there 
are men in the police and fire depart- 
ments at the present time who lack 
almost an inch of the height required 
by law. 

One member of the police force who 
is making a good record despite the 
short stature passed through a trying 
ordeal to stretch his five feet seven and 


three-quarter inches to five feet nine 


inches. 

He was serving as an emergency offi- 
cer at the Police Station when the 
time for examination came. A little 
judicious work on the heels of a pair 
of socks filled in half an inch, and a 
long delayed hair-cut helped u quarter 
of an inch more.

OPPER-RIVETED FOR TAFT. 

Gov. Kibbey of Arizona is out in an elaborate 
plea that Arizona send to Chicago a delegation in- 
structed for Secretary Taft. We notice that the Ari- 
zona Republican, in an editorial covering all points 
as fully as the Governor, argues for a delegation free 
to vote as may seem best. 

We must concede that usually there is much to 
be said in favor of a delegation made up of strong 
men free to be guided by the exigencies of the hour. 
But in this instance we are constrained to say that 
Gov. Kibbey is right and the newspaper is wrong. 
That, however, may be left to the Republican vot- 
ers of the Territory, who, we have reason to hope, 
will take the Governor's position. We trust the 
Arizonans will go to Chicago with a Taft banner 
at their head and will “shoot up the town” for the 
popular Secretary of War. 

What we are more concerned about here is that 
California shall send a delegation of the strongest 
men in the party instructed to leave nothing un- 
done to bring about the nomination of Mr. Taft. 
We shall have a clear expression of opinion by the 
rank and file of the party in the proposed postal- 
card vote to be taken in the State. We are confi-

ay UNITED STATES, JAPAN AND THE 
OTHER NATIONS. 

While we do not believe there is any imminent 
danger of a war between our country and Japan, we 
cannot shut our eyes to the fact that such a calam- 
ity is more than a possibility &t some time in the 
future. It is our serious conviction that but for 
restraining influences beyond the power of Japan 
to contro] the two countries would have been en- 
gaged in hostilities ere this. We are also persuaded 
that if we ever give Japan the proper opening, a 
war will follow. 

What has restrained the oriental power in the 
past has not been altogether the need of money. 
The influence of certain European powers, especi- 
ally Japan's ally, England, has been very! powerful. 
The Bank of England refused to finance a new loan 
It seems as if the British government 
has gone even farther in dissuading her ally from 
hostilities. 

In these affairs there is little wisdom in putting 
our trust in “ties of blood,” “hereditary friend- 
ship,” or any other hallucination. Nations are 
controlled by self-interest. What we need to look 
carefully into is the interest that other nations have 
in a war between the United States and Japan. Let 
us begin farthest away with Russia. The govern- 
ment of the Czar would hardly care to see a war 
between the two countries now. Russia is not in 
a position to take advantage of it. But given time 
for that nation, so numerically powerful, so full of 
resources, to get fully on her feet again, how can 
we help seeing that war between the Uniued States 
and the Mikado would give Russia the opportunity 
to take revenge on Japan? 

Germany has less concern in the question, and 
that not direct. It hinges on what England and 
would do. The Teutonic empire has no 
present interest in the crippling of the United 
States, but every interest in the weakening of the 
power of Great Britain and France. Germany may 
indulge a hope that France and Japan will get into 
trouble concerning French possessions 
China Such an eventuality would suit the Kaiser's 
purpose better than a war between us and Japan. 
A war with France in Asia would draw England 
into trouble because of her alliance with Japan. 
This would isolate France in Europe and give Ger- 
many her opportunity to do as that empire might 
please in Western Europe. In almost any conceiv- 
able event Germany's sympathy will stay with us. 

France has a direct and great desire to see trou- 
ble between us and the Japanese. Her hope is that 
we would destroy Japan as a sea power. Such a 
result of a conflict would rid France of a danger- 
ous possibility in South China for many years. The 
sympathy of the French would be with us. 

The relations of Great Britain to the two coun- 
tries outweigh all the other considerations. Unless 
England imposes on Japan a positive prohibition to 
an attack by Japan on us, it is almost a certainty 
that the attack will come in the future, unless we 
maintain so great a preponderance of sea equip- 
ment in the Pacific as to make such a war hopeless 
to Japan. 
Great Britain has a treaty with Japan by which 


-each government is bound to come to the aid of 


her ally (under certain conditions) in case of hos- 
tilities in Eastern Asia. Troubles in any parts bor- 
dering on the Atlantic are excluded. But in case 
of a war along the east coast of Asia, the treaty 
would be in force. If Japan should attack us on this 
coast Great Britain would be neutral. If trouble 
grew up in the Philippines or if we carried the wur 
into Japanese waters, England might be called on 
to aid Japan. 

What would Great Britain wish? 
government will never say a word loud enough to 
be heard, or turn a hand that is not well concealed, 
in any movement hostile to us. What might be 
done by a nod or a wink is another thing. Self-in- 
terest governs in both cases. - 

It is easy to see that the government of Great 
Britain would gain a great advantage by the ex- 
haustion of both our country and Japan in a war. 
If both fleets could be made disappear the ad- 
vantage would be enormous. But the danger of being 
drawn into the trouble must always make England 
very cautious. We believe that if it came to a choice 
England would finally take our side, treaty or no 
treaty, In the improbable event of Japan doing to 
our navy what was done to that of Russia, England 
would have as much to lose as ourselves. The un- 
bounded pretensions of Japan in such an emergency 
would endanger English prestige and English pos- 
sessions in all parts of the Orient. The trade of the 
Pacific would become a prey to aggressive Japan, 
and Australia and Canada would become insecure. 

Japan is now taking English trade away in the 
Pacific. Japan forbids the building of a railroad 
in Manchuria backed by English capital. Japanese 
agitators are stirring up race animosity in India. 
Exclusion of Japanese coolies from Canada and 
Australia is as acute a question as is the same ex- 
clusion from the United States. In many ways 
England's alliance with Japan is proving all the 
time more and more like the plight of the hunter 
who caught the bear by the tail. 

For years to come it will be the part of enlight- 
ened self-interest for Japan to keep peace with the 
world, especially with us. 
self-interest will lead the great powers of Europe 


to restrain any impulse to break the peace. With 


European banks closed to Japanese borrowers, with 
so many home conflagrations in Europe ready to 
burst out in flame if fanned a ittle, with the im- 
pending danger to England of a new victory for 
Japan, we are not likely to be compelled to face our 
neighbor across the Pacific for a long time. 

But as some one has remarked, “Popular opinion 
makes war, and popular opinion in Japan is hostile 
to the United States.” The Mikado's government 
is largely representative. 

On the other hand, the 
Japanese government exercises a great influence 
at home, and the people are shrewd and intelligent.

HE GREAT LAND FRAUD TRIAL. 

With the convening of the Supreme Court of 
the District of Columbia in spring session in March 
there will come to trial a case involving land frauds 
of a wholesale nature. 

Four men will be put on trial for this land fraud— 
Frederick A. Hyde, John _ Henry P. Dimond 
and Joost H. Schneider. westerners are particu- 
larly interested in this trial for two reasons: the 


fraud mostly concerns western lands, and the ac- 


cused are western men, the first three named above 
being residents of San Francisco ane the last of 
Arizona. 

Hyde and Benson were indicted almost exactly 
four years ago. in February, 1904. Their indictment 
followed the confession of their accomplices, who 
claimed that they had been unfairly dealt with by 
the others in dividing up the plunder., The cases 
against these two men have been carried through 
the various courts on the Pacific Coast, in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia,. and in New York. Through the 
usual legal technicalities and subtertuges resorted 
to by skillful lawyers, the defendants have gone un- 
convicted from court to court. Finally by a special 
mandate of the United States Supreme Court the 
case was set for trial inathe Supreme Court of the 
District of Columbia for October, 1906. It has been 
four times from one term until another 


‘retary of the * 5 before the Commer- 
cial Club of Chicago, December 14, 1907, referring 
to the cases here under consideration, the follow- 
ing language was found: “If the principal witnesses 
are not dead or have not been otherwise gotten rid 
of, we may have a trial and conviction, or an ac- 
quittal, and in the event of the latter a practical 
death blow to the prosecution of land-fraud cases 
and great rejoicing among the speculative land 
grafters.“ 

In this same ech the former Secretary of the 
Interior says: “I would urge the immediate repeal 
of the Timber and Stone Act, the Desert Land Act, 


and especially the eighth section of the homestead 


law, by resorting to all of which the grossest frauds 
have been and are being perpetrated, as was shown 
by my last annual report for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1906. 


It is alleged by Mr. Hitchcock that unless these 


laws are repealed, or amended, there will continue 
gross violations of them, and that unless the vie- 
lators are punished with promptness and severity 
land frauds will flourish in the future as ay id haye 
in the past. 

Under the Timber and Stone Act we have been 
selling lands for a trifle of $2.50 per acre, the stump- 
age on which is easily salable at $100. Under the 
homestead law we are selling land for $1.25 an acre, 
while similar land in the disposing of Indian reser- 
vations under the sealed-bid system sometimes au- 
thorized by Congress brings $12 per acre. 

The reason why the former Secretary of the In- 
terior alleges that the eighth section referred to 
above should be repealed is that the general act re- 
quires five years’ actual residence and the making 
of dgfinite improvements before the patent can is-

By 
this about 3,000,000 acres will be reclaimed and put 
under irrigation systems at. 2 cost of about $45 an 
acre. This land will then be sold to actual home 
builders on payment of $4.50 a year, running for a 
period of ten years. Similar lands under irrigation 
are sold for $1000 an acre. 

Secretary Hitchcock instances the Kiowa and 
Comanche Indian reservations, about 500,000 acres. 
Bills introduced into Congress by two members 
proved for the sale of this tract of land under the 
homestead law at $1.25 an acre. Mr. Hitchcock was 
successful in defeating these bills in Congress, and 
the land was put up and sold under sealed bids. 
Instead of bringing $675,000, the sum possible un- 
der the Homestead Act, the tract sold for an aver- 
age of about $12 an acre, a total of over $6,000,000. 

The public domain has been shamefully frittered 
away, to the great detriment of the people, during 
the hundred years of the nation’s existence. There 
is but little of it left and every means possible 
should be promptly and vigorously resorted to in 
order to preserve what is left for the actual use of 
the people. 

The public domain, as originally acquired, em- 
braced 1,800,000,000 acres of land. The terra firma 
in the whole national domain is 2,300,000,000. Now 
the public domain, mountain, desert, swamp and 
all, is reduced to less than 800,000,000 acres, and 
most of the good land is gone. 


* DID THE MONEY GO? 

The Wall Street Journal has been figuring on 
the movement of money in New York City banks 
between August 22 and December 3, 1907. In this 


period the trust companies lost $355,000,000 of de- 


posits, and State banks $23,000,000, while national 
banks gained $59,000,000. The loss of the trust 
companies and State banks amounted to $378,000,000, 
from which deduct the gain by the national banks 
and we have a total net loss in deposits of $319,- 
000,000. 

The first question * Where did all this money 
go? The answer is, It went for the most part from 
one bank to another. A large portion of the money 
was in deposits which the national banks were 
carrying with the other banks, and which they had 
called in to make a strong showing when the Comp- 
Another 
portion was deposits drawn from trust companies 
and redeposited with national banks in the days of 
misgiving after the failure of the Knickerbocker. 
There was a general readjustment of funds, each 
bank seeking to recall all its own cash possible. | 

For example, take 320,000,000 of this money, or 
any other sum, representing individual deposits in 

a strong national bank. Probably $8,000,000 of this 
ee be deposited by the bank in question with 
some allied institution. Of this 38,000,000, some 
$3,000,000 would be redeposited by the second bank 
with a third, and this would place $1,000,000 with a 
fourth. When these four banks made their state- 
ments the original $20,000,000 would appear in the 
deposits of that bank, the $8,000,000 in those of the 
second, the $3,000,000 in those of the third, and the 
$1,000,000 in the fourth. The total deposits would 
look like $32,000,000. That might be the condition 
August 23, whereas December 3 it would all be 
called back by each bank in turn and sent to the 
first in the series, where it would appear for its 
face. There would be an apparent loss of $12,000,- 
000, or nearly 25 per cent. of the deposits as they 
appeared August 22. In fact, there was not lost 
one dollar of actual money from the city of New 
York. 

In the same time the national banks, while gain- 
ing so heavily in gross deposits, lost $43,000,000 in 
cash reserves, that is actual specie and legal tender. 
The trust companies lost $13,000,000, 
banks $6,000,000. The total 
was 302,000,000. The loan accounts of the banks 
shrank by $271,000,000, which with the decline in 
cash amounted to $333,000,000, or a little more than 
the net shrinkage in deposits. How nearly the two 
sums come to balancing, indicating that the loss of 
deposits was apparent, not real!? 

Loans were called right and left and debtors drew 
on their deposit accounts to cancel their debts, thus 
reducing the deposits and the loans in equal meas- 
ure.

As a result, for more than a year 
there has been pouring into the Sal- 
ton sink a volume of pure artesian wa- 
ter, and at places the force of sub- 
terranean pressure sends the streams 
from these wells above the level of 
the sea. While this is picturesque, 
and helps to carry out the idea that 
the Coachella Valley has an abundance
